ISRAELI DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER ALLON FOCUSED ON THE

BY REFERRING TO ISRAEL'S DECISION TO ABSTAIN FROM RE- 
TALIATION AGAINST THE FEDAYEEN IN LEBANON. HE SAID 
ISRAEL UNDERSTOOD THE DILEMMA: LEBANON CLAIMS IT IS
